Obama Goes After College Vote 


President pitehes his 
plan to lower rising 
eosts of student loans 


Chapel Hill, N.C. 

President Obama went after the 
college vote Tuesday, pitching 
cheaper student loans as he court- 
ed the one age group where he has 
a decided advantage over Republi- 
can rival Mitt Romney. The twist? 
Romney, too, has endorsed the 
idea, though it’s unclear whether 
deficit-leery Republicans in Con- 
gress will go along. 

In the race for the White House, 
both the Obama and Romney cam- 
paigns see huge opportunities to 
court younger voters. This week, 
their efforts are focused on the 
millions of students — and their 
parents — who are grappling with 
college costs at a time when such 
debt has grown so staggering it 
exceeds the totals for credit cards 
or auto loans. 

Trying to make it personal, 
Obama told students at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina that he 
and first lady Michelle Obama had 



Obama’s emphasis on his per- 
sonal experience set up a con- 
trast with Romney, whose father 
was a wealthy auto executive. It’s 
a point the president is sure to 
return to during this summer’s 
campaigning. 

Though both Obama and 
Romney have expressed support 
for freezing the current interest 
rates on the loans for poorer and 
middle-class students, lawmak- 
ers are still exploring ways to pay 
for the plan. The timing is impor- 
tant because the rate will double 
from 3.4 percent to 6.8 percent 
on July 1 without intervention by 
Congress, an expiration date cho- 
sen in 2007 when a Democratic 
Congress voted to chop the rate 
in half, ben feller (ap)

1st Arrest in BP Oil Spill 


Feds: Ex-engineer 
deleted texts related 
to Gulf rig explosion 


New Orleans 

Federal prosecutors brought the 
first criminal charges Tuesday in 
the Gulf oil spill, accusing a former 
BP engineer of deleting more than 
300 text messages that indicated 
the blown-out well was spewing 
far more oil than the company was 
telling the public at the time. 

Two years and four days after the 
drilling-rig explosion that set off the 
worst offshore oil spill in U.S. his- 
tory, Kurt Mix, 50, of Katy, Texas, 
was arrested and charged with two 
counts of obstruction of justice for 
allegedly destroying evidence. 

The U.S. Justice Department 
made it clear that the investiga- 
tion is still going on and suggested 
that more people could be arrest-

ed. In a statement, Attorney Gen- 
eral Eric Holder said prosecutors 
“will hold accountable those who 
violated the law in connection with 
the largest environmental disaster 
in U.S. history.” 


Federal investigators have been 
looking into the causes of the blow- 
out and the actions of managers, 
engineers and rig workers at BP 
and its subcontractors Hallibur- 
ton and Transocean in the days 
and hours before the April 20, 
2010, explosion. 

But the case against Mix focuses 
only on the aftermath of the blast, 
when BP scrambled for weeks to 
plug the leak. Even then, the charg- 
es are not really about the disaster 
itself, but about an alleged attempt 
to thwart the investigation into it. 

Prosecutors also said BP gave 
the public an optimistic account 
of its May 2010 efforts to plug the 
well via a technique called a “top 
kill,” even though the company’s 
internal data and some of the text 
messages showed the operation 
was likely to fail.

The first new case of mad cow dis- 
ease in the U.S. since 2006 has been 
discovered in a dairy cow in Cali- 
fornia, but health authorities said 
Tuesday the animal never was a 
threat to the nation’s food supply. 

The infected cow, the fourth 
ever discovered in the U.S., was 
found as part of an Agriculture 
Department surveillance program 
that tests about 40,000 cows a year 
for the fatal brain disease. 

Dennis Luckey, executive vice 
president of Baker Commodi- 
ties in Los Angeles, said the dis- 
ease was discovered at its Han- 
ford, Calif., transfer station after 
workers selected the cow for ran- 
dom sampling. No meat from the 
cow was bound for the food supply, 


Backstory 

Mad cow disease, or bovine spongi- 
form encephalopathy, is fatal to 
cows and can cause a fatal human 
brain disease in people who eat taint- 
ed beef. The World Health Organiza- 
tion has said that tests show that hu- 
mans cannot be infected by drinking 
milk from BSE-infected animals, (ap) 


said John Clifford, the department’s 
chief veterinary officer. 

He added that the finding shows 
that safeguards the U.S. govern- 
ment and other nations have put 
into place in recent years are work- 
ing. In 2011 there were only 29 
worldwide cases of mad cow dis- 
ease, a dramatic decline since the

Frustrated Europeans Tire of Austerity 


As crisis wears on, 
voter backlash may 
recast region’s future 


Brussels 

For more than a year, European 
Union officials seeking to solve 
Europe’s debt crisis have been bay- 
ing for austerity, austerity and more 
austerity. Now the people of Europe 
are taking their backlash from the 
streets to the ballot box — possibly 
forcing a change of direction. 

Governments have fallen, more 
are at risk and, in some places, a 
stark streak of nationalism seems 
on the rise that could swing Europe 
deeper into a fortress mentality. 

At stake is the future of Europe, 
where countries rich and poor are 
struggling with mountains of debt 
and moribund economies — a toxic 
combination that often seems to 


require contradictory remedies 
of belt-tightening and econom- 
ic stimulus.

Increasingly, the long focus on 
austerity is convincing Europeans 
that the German-led mantra of 
fiscal responsibility is creating a 
vicious circle of more misery lead- 
ing to lower growth — leading to 
even greater debt distress.

Many experts say that labor 
markets must be reformed, for 
example by making it easier for 
employers to hire and fire work- 
ers, in order to spur investment and 
halt the trend of ballooning unem- 
ployment. Growing fears about glo- 
balization have caused many gov- 
ernments to promise to cool their 
commitment to free markets. 

On Tuesday, German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel was still defending 
her insistence on austerity. 

“If you at home talk about how 
you want to shape your life toler- 
ably, then one of the first condi- 
tions is that you somehow get by 
with what you earn,” Merkel said.

S. Sudan: Bombings

Nairobi, Kenya 

South Sudan’s president said Tues- 
day its northern neighbor has 
“declared war” on the world’s new- 
est nation, just hours after Suda- 
nese jets dropped eight bombs on 
his country. 

President Salva Kiir’s comments, 
made during a trip to China, signal 
a rise in rhetoric between the rival 
nations that had spent decades at 
war with each other. Neither side 
has officially declared war. 

Sudan and South Sudan have 
been drawing closer to a full-scale 
war in recent weeks over the unre- 
solved disagreements over oil reve- 
nues and their disputed border. The

For a place as allegedly cosmopol- 
itan as the District of Columbia, 
residents and visitors here have 
long had to endure one arena of 
low-grade moralizing: The Dis- 
trict has long prohibited the sale 
of liquor for off-premises consump- 
tion on Sundays.

Officials tread carefully in reacting 
to the Secret Service sex scandal 


Washington 

The widening Secret Service pros- 
titution scandal has touched off a 
delicate dance in Washington. 

People are loath to criticize 
an agency whose employees are 
trained to take a bullet for the peo- 
ple they protect. Members of Con- 
gress pressing for the juicy stories 
risk reviving — or having revealed 
— some of their own. 

Yet all parties claim to want the 
truth about the extent of sworn 
officers of the nation’s premier 
law enforcement agencies hiring 
Colombian sex workers ahead of 
President Obama’s visit there and 
whether national security may have 
been compromised. 

Spinning the facts as they 
emerge poses more risk: The Secret 
Service and the military are sup- 
posed to be above politics, dedicat- 
ed to protecting presidents, their 
families and the nation. 

“Sure, it creates a problem for 
President Obama. It adds to the 
sense that Washington is broken. 
But if the Republicans try to make 
this a point in their arguments, 
they are making a big mistake,” 
GOP strategist Karl Rove said on 
“Fox News Sunday.” 

Two dozen Secret Service per- 
sonnel and military enlistees pre- 
paring for Obama’s visit to Cartage- 
na have faced scrutiny for cavorting 
with prostitutes. Nine Secret Ser- 
vice agents had been let go over 
the incident, including three 
more on Tuesday, and two others 
have been cleared of misconduct, 
said Rep. Peter King, R-N.Y.

Wizards' Grunfeld Wins New Deal 


Team president will

The question put to Wizards pres- 
ident Ernie Grunfeld was simple 
and to the point: Does he feel he 
deserved a new contract?
